KINGSLEY SPEAKER 

Gives secono talk in 

SOCinL UJORK S6RIES

Democratic societies are concerned ^vith persons as ends in them- 
selves and with social institutions as means to the. well-beine of 
individuals. 

This was the key statement of Dr. .1. Donald Kingslcy's address 
delivered last night in Rcdpath Hall. The lecture was the second in 
a series, sponsored by the School of Social Work, on the topic "Inter- 

national Welfare and the Demo- 1 

cratic Process." 

After the meeting was opened 
by Chairman Likeman, Professor 
Max. Cohen introduced the speaker. 

Dr. Kingsley started his speech 
on "Local Responsibility In Inter- 
national Welfare" l)y quoting Ar- 
nold Toynbcc, who described the 
twentieth century, not as a period 
of strugglciand political insecur- 
ity, but as that age in which human 
society first dared to think of the 
welfare of the whole human rac(! 
as n practicable objective. 

"Having once accepte<l interna- 
tional welfare as a general' goal," 
said Kintrslcy, "twD larjxo and re- 
lated (luc'stions remain: What are 
our specific objectives in interna- 
tional welfare; and IIow are wo 
l)c st to achicvo them? t'

Gordon Menzies, P.C., CH., Q.C., 
LL.M., M.P., Prime Minister of 
Australia, will vi^it McGill this 
Friday. Jlcnzies will receive an 
honorary LL.D., and will a<ldress 
a special convocation at 3 pm in 
Redpath Hall. 

The Prime Minister will be in- 
troduced by Dean D. N. Fieldhoiise, 
dean of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science, and will receive the hono- 
rary doctorate from Dr. F. Cyril 
James, Principal and Vicc-Chnn- 
cclor/of McGill. 

Menzies was born in 1894, and 
received his education at Mel- 
bourne University in Australia. He 
was a member of the Victoria 
Legislative Council In 1928-29, 
and heUl the positions of Attorney- 
General and Minister of Railways 
in 1932. From 1935 to 1939, he 



was Deputy Leader of the United 
Australia Party, and was Leader 
of tho Party in 1940-41. 

His first term as Prime Minister 
was from 1939-41, during which 
time he also held the portfolio of 
Defence^Minister. He was leader of 
the Federal Opposition from 1943- 
40 and was again elected Prime 
.Minister in lO'lO, a position which 
he has since held. Menzies has re- 
ceived honorary doctorates from 
the Universities of Bristol, British 
Columbia, Queen's (Belfast), Mel- 
bourne, and Sydney. 

Menzies will leave Uplamls Air- 
port, Ottawa, at 11:30 am on Fri- 
day, and will arrive at Dorval Air- 
port at 12:16 pm. From Dorval, he 
will proceed to a lur.che-in where 
he will be tho guest of the McGill 
Governors.

OTTAWA — (CUP) _ Labour 
Minister Gregg will bo approached 
by NFCUS in tho near future con- 
cerning national and provincial 
Scholarships for university stu- 
dents. 

I Some provincial leaders have al- 
ready been approached, and have 
given favourable reception to the 
idea, it was reported at the execu- 
tive meeting held at national head- 
quarters in Ottawa from March 4- 
6. Premier Leslie Frost of Ontario 
promised he will meet tho figure 
set by the federal government. 

Various pressure groups, espe- 
cially tho million member Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture, are 
bringing pressure to bear on the 
government in behalf of tho pro- 
ject. Tho subject has already been 
discussed on tho floor of the House 
of Commons. 

Another national project discuss- 
al at the meeting was the tran- 
Cnnada art competition, which Is 
under tho organization of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta. Winners were 
Wliclally announccxh Heather 
Spears, British Columbia, took first 
prize in the oils and drawings divi- 
sion.

In leconl months, many persons l>ave been 
alarmed by llic inereasing competition Ibotwccn col- 
Il'kc sluileiil cL'iUcr.s iind c'ollet;e ic-sidcncc linlls. 
On most campuses, officials have rushed the con- 
stJ-uction of biiildinBB to meet the anticipated in- 
flux of students; some of these buildings are multi- 
purpose «<Jsidon:e halls. 

1 Iwlieve that, in their hurry to build new dor- 
mitories, college administrators momentarily 1»avc 
.lost sipht of the actual needs of both the students 
and tlie college. 

Today with new buildings being constructed 
almo.sl a.s rapidly us they can bo drawn in archi- 
tects officer, the vision of tho administrators has 
been bluried by the glittering array of imposing 
looking residence halls, many of which include all 
sorte of special features and services, charactenstic 
of a college student center. 

Our unlvci-sitles and colleges have become great 
because our leaders in these iivslilutions, for the 
most part, po.*se3 the intoK;pty, the .sense of values, 
the wisdom, and the educatiomil philosophy that 
ai-e in keeping with the best American traditions. 
In some cases the vision of these university leaders 
has loeen obscured only momcntorily. That will 
return to .the ba.sic fundamentals that will been 
overlook, I urn certain. 

No Substitute for Union 
The union building or student center is the 
.rreulesl single potential on any campus for demo- 
cratic experiences and tmlnlng; at the same time, 
it -arwos us the most powerful public relations 
force the campus possesses. In no other campu.s 
building can the total student bo.ly be provided 
with either the «tmospliere or the environment 
necessary to the students' social well-bemg. No 



other campus building can meet so well the activity 
needs of studottts or can provide the «reat variety 
of experience affored by the union building. 

Finally, no other building possoeses the possi- 
bilities for .creating on a campus the esprit do 
corps that is necessary and vital to the healthy 
perpetuation of the college. 

A college administrator has. stated in substance 
tliis idea: The more the student tends to be sepa- 
rated into socially limited or insular unite, the 
more important tlie union's function to assist in 
the integiatlon of the student body. 

Weak Union Weakens College 
'1 believe fiimly that the college or university 
that literally "rips the gute" from Its union by 
(livo.slintî it of its es.sential facilities and Its reve- 
nue producing functions in order to promote these 
in multipurpose residence halls is doing a genuine 
disservice to the whole college or university. 
This assertion I base on two premises: 
Fir.st, decentralization of aztivitles and, facili- 
ties leads to weakened school spirit and lowered 
student morale. 

Second,, duplication of activities and facUities 

is economically wasteful. 

In 1815, when Cambrldbe students banded to- 
gether to form the first student organization, they 

felt a need for stu<IenU to be able to meet together 
on common groun<l and to be able to share the 
mutual feeling of joint ownership. 

The union has become the one campus center 
where men and women can meet togellier under 
the common bond of college or univewity students. 
The peipetuation of this tradition is more, neces- 
sary today than ever before. 

Many colleges have become, in essense, cities, 
with thousands of citizens, innumeraible buikiings, 
considerable acreage. Administrators have wrest- 
led with the problem «f poor school spirit and

1200 FEET DOWN, on the, bottom of the-
